Merriam and Capitain Offer Ar- 
guments Before House Util- 
ities Committee.

Springfield, Ill., March 25.—Chicago's 
appeal for “ home rule "in public utilities 
regulations was presented to the house 
committee on public utilities this after- 
noon by Ald. Charles BE. Merriam and 
. Henry D. Capitain of that city. At the 

conclusion of the session Chairman Mc- 
Cormick announced that the hearing will 

be resumed next Wednesday afternoon. 

Ald. Merriam took the position that 
while the city of Chicago and its council 

have no quarrel with the state public 
- utilities commission and have no criti- 
cism of the work of that body, the people 
. ere being deprived of their just rights in 
the taking away from them of the power 
to take care of their purely local ques- 
The principal reason for demand- 
ing home rule, however, was because it is 
humanly impossible for one commission 
to properly take care of the various down- 
state cases and also the multitude of 
cases developing in Cook county. 


Local Utilities Represent Millions. 

Emphasizing the importance of the Chi- 
cago utilities, as compared with those of 
the remainder of the state, Ald. Merriam 
pointed out that the aggregate value of 
the purely Chicago utilities, as represent- 
ed by outstanding stocks and bonds, is 
$527,925,263, while the total value of down- 
state utilities is approximately $300,000,- 
. 000, both exclusive of railroads. 

The speaker maintained that the city 
of Chicago has handled the public service 
question wisely. In the next four years, 
he said, the question of regulating many 
of the big Chicago utilities will come up, 
and the city wants its former power re- 
stored immediately so that it may handle 
the questions advisedly. 


Political Phases Minimized. 

Answering objection that politics would 
enter into the matter if handled locally, 
Ald. Merriam replied that he did not think 
politics was confined to Chicago; that the 
city council of Chicago for the last thir- 
teen years has been organized on a non- 
partisan basis and he did not believe the 
time would return when matters of such 
importance would be affected by politics. 

Ald. Capitain indorsed all the conten- 
tionsof Ald. Merriam. He said that in the 
proper building up and development of 
the city of Chicago it was absolutely es- 
sential that the city have control of its 
He believed the way the city 
has handled these questions in the past 
justified its claim to do so again.

FIREMEN'S CLUB 
APPEALS AGAINST 


DOUBLE PLATOON 


Proposed Plan Has Proved. 


a Fallure, : 


The Helmet club, an organization of 
firemen in Chicago, yestercay sent out 
ap appeal to Chicago voters to defeat the 
double platoon plan, which will be on the 
ballot at the coming election. The com- 
mittee of twelve that signed the appeal 
pointed ont ‘that the double platoon plan 
in the cities where it has been tried has 
destroyed the semi-military discipline and 
reduced the efficiency of fire departments. 

The appeal is headed “The double 
platoon system is a subterfuge to unlon- 
ize the fire department.’’ <A majority of 
firemen have signed petitions opposing 
the sytem. 

“ Another argument against the double 
platoon system,” the appeal says, “ isthe 
additional cost to taxpayers of $772,000. 


Failed Under Dunne. 


“The records of the fire. department 
show that curing the tenure of office of 
Mayor Dunne the double platoon system 
Was given a thorough trial and proved:a

complete failure. The system = epecabia 
for two months, and at the end of that 
time there was so muoh opposition that 
it was abandoned. 

“Other cities have tried the plan and 
it has been a failure in all of them. In 
New York, where the double platoon agi- 
tation originated, the plan was tried out 
in a division of that department and 
abandoned after severa) companies peti- 
tioned the fire commissioners and the fire 
chief to be relieved of its operation. 

** At the present time there are 200 men 
who formerly belonged to unions and 
still pay their dues. They are utterly 
opposed to the double platoon system. If 
the voters approve of the new system the 
members of the department will work in 
two shifts, ten hours on the day watch 
and fourteen hours on the night watch. 


Views on Unionism. 

“The rank and file of the Chicago fire 
department are not opposed to 
labor or unionism. The conservative, in 
dustrious, reliable element of the depart 
ment, however, inasmuch as the fire de- 
partment is or should be semi-military in 
nature, feels that unionism cannot fit into 
it any better than it £4n in the army or 
the navy. Discipline is the foundation 
upon which efficiency rests. 

“ The best element in the Chicago fire 
department, who have given the service 


the best of their ves, through which they | 


heve acquired their homes and. reared 
their famijies, can see nothing in the 
unionization of the department but con- 
tinued agitation, internal strife and dis- 
cord, reguiting in utter demoralization.’’.

In the historic riots of 1874 Mr. Brick- 
wood was a member of the famous cav- 
alry company under Gen. Agramonte. 

In 1908 he completed the first three vol- 
umes of “ Brickwood’s Instructions to 
Juries,” which is regarded as the most 
complete and authoritative work on the 
subject extant. A supplement to this 
work was issued in 1910, making a four 
volume work of more than 4,000 pages. 

In 1879 he married Genevieve M. Jack- 
gon. He is survived by his widow, 
Genevieve M. Brickwood; his son, Albert 
W. Brickwood Jr., Argentine consul in 
Chicago; his daughter, Beatrice M. Wil- 
liamson, and his son, Blaine J. Brick- 
wood, Venezuelan consul in Chicago, who 
has been associated with him in the prac- 
tice of law for the |ast five years.
